]roniffeg that they have but three Serjeancs,and therefore it would beknown, 
when that they have but one Diviſion of Muskettiets in the Van, two Divifions 
of Pikes, and one Diviſion of Muskettiers in the Reer, which is the Reer-Guard, 


where then the placing of theſe three Serjeants, and three Drums ſhall be upon 


their long March, end where co be marching all abreſt. To which, Ianſwer, 
in the firſt place, the youngeſt Serjeant is always to attend the Captain, and ha- 
ving no Diviſion to lead, he is to be upon the right Angle of the Front; there en- 
pe cting his Captains 18 and commands z and the ſecond Serjeant is to lead 
the ſecond Diviſion of Pikes, and the eldeſt Ser jeant to lead the laſt Divifion of 
Muskettiers, or the Reer · Guatd: here ate their places upon the long march. 
But when they are drawn up, and ſo march even abreſt, the youngeſt Serje- 
ants place, as is before expreſt, is to march upon the right Angle in che Front,

But here, methinks, I meet with ſome Objector by the way, who ſaith, the eld- 
eſt is much wronged herein; for that it is his proper place ro be upon the right; 
that when Forlorus are drawn off againſt an Enemy, he is there ready fir to 
lead them on, claiming it as his due to give the firſt onſet, and therefore far more 
honour for him to be on the right then on the left, and the eldeſt Serjeant ra- 
ther placed on the left then on the right. As for the ſecond 'Serjeancs place, cis 
fic he ſhould bein the Reer, to aſſiſt the Lieutenant there, he having none but 
he to help-him, ii any oces ſion ſhould require. To which f anſwer, that it is the 
youngeſt Serjeants place to be upon the right Angle, either upon a Stand, or up- 
on a Mareh, and not the eldeſt, for theſe reaſons following. The youngeſt, Serje- 
ant is not placed there for any honour that it is to him, for he hath no Divifi- 
on at all to lead upon the March (except the Company be very grear) and if fo, 
he is placed fo near the Captain, to beferviceable to him, to carry and convey his 
pleaſutes unto all the reſt of che Officers, As for the leading of the Van-guard 
upon the March, the Captain takes that place unto himſelf; and it is far more 
honor unto the eldeſt Serjeant to be a Leader of the Reet-guatd, or entirely 
the left Flank, then to lead a Subdivifion of Pikes. And beſides that, ic is proper- 
eſt for his place to be upon che left, when they are all drawn up upon a breft,for 
theſe two reaſous ; as firſt, he is theteupon in readineſs to rake his due place, ups 
on theſub-dividing on the long March ; and again, upon a Stand, when they are 
all draywi/np, aud ready to engage againſt an Enemy, and che Forlorns co be 
drawn forch, equally alike from both Flanke, he is then as ready in the Front to 
execute his Captains Commands, the youngeſt Serjeant being hkewiſe ſent to be 
ſomet hing helpfulcohim, and attending after for further order from his Ca p- 
rains to ſend him relief by the ſecond 1 #s oceaſion ſflall require. So that 
in my judgement, ta ke ic either upon the long March, or otherwiſe, when drawn 
all up even abreſt, alli things are ſoſtated, for his due honour and place, that he 
hath no reaſon to complain, nor any of the reſt, having all their due and proper 
places which doth belong unto them. t | 

- As for the placing ofthe Drums upon the long March, every Diviſion ought 
to have his Drums "fall between ſuch Ranks as before expteſt; excepting only 
the ſecond Divigor of Pikes, which may be excuſed, when they ate to beat a 
March, as being all drawn up, they ate to fall in two, to beat even abreſt upon 
che right, and one upon the left, as is before ſet down. If it ſhould chance tur- 
ther in a Company, to beſo (mall to have bur three Diviſions, that is coſay, one 
Divifion of Mus kett iers in the Van, the Body of Pikes in the midſt, and another 
Diviſion of Muskettiers to bring up the Reer-guard, and having but two Serje- 
ants and two Drums; the youngeſt Serjeants place will be as before mentioned, 
upon the right in the Front, and the eldeſt Serjeant upon the left, and to take 
his place to lead che laſt Diviſion of Muskettiers upon the long March; and the 
firſt Drum co heat in the firſt Divifion of Muskertiers, and the ſecond to beat and 
to march along among the Pikes. I have a little more enlarged my ſelf in this 
Diſcourſe of placing'obthe Serjeants, then | at firſt intended ; but meetiug many 
times with ſeveral Souldiers, deſiring ſatisfaftion in every one of theſe particu- 
lars, I ſhall perhaps uridergo here the hard cenſure of ſome, for this my tedious 
Diſcourſe:z but ſuch others which defire to be knowing herein, I hope they will 
have a morefavourable opinion of my good meaning unto them, And here I 
ſhall conclude for the preſent, concerning the particular places of che Serjeants 
in every private Company; and now ſuppoſing, as by order from the Captain, 
the Serjeants have brought up their Diviſions, ſtanding again, as before, ex-

For if there ſhould want a ſufficient Depth, by geining much Length 
in the Front, we may perhaps be ſo weak there, that an Enemy may quickly 
break through, whereby much danger may enſue upon the ſame, if not timely 
prevented by the diſcretion of the Commanders. | 
There is likewiſe in che doubling of Files, or the half-Ranks doubling to ei- 
ther Flank, a doubling of number of men, and not of place, carrying much va- 
riety of words of Command; but the doubling of Files, and of the left half- 
Ranks entire, the h of the right Flank is not only « doubling of che num- 
ber, but a doubling of the place and Depth of the Battail.

E that is a Lieutenant - Colonel to a Regiment, hath a very honourable place, 
having power and command over all che Regiment in the abſence of his Co- 
lonel, and may alſo at ſuch time exerciſe the Regiment in all the Military Moti- 
ons, and is — the Regiment upon the head thereof: but when his Colonel is 
reſent, he bringeth up the Reer, it they march in one Divifion ; bur if in two, 
in ſome places he leadeth the ſecond, as his Colonel doch the firſt ; or if in three, 
as formerly is ſbewen, he commands the Van-guard, the Colonel che Battail, and 
the Major che Reer-guard.

To conclude, the greateſt affairs of che Regiment being carried forth by the Ma-

T concerneth every Colonel co take care that his Companies be full and com- 
— (if ic may be) that they be well provided of Arms, and to take cognizance 
what Exerciſes are continually performed by them, communicating Orders, and 
commanding all Officers of his Regiment what is to be performed by each Com- 
pany reſpectively, whenſoever they (hall happen to be upon their March. 

In the Head of his Regiment is his moſt honourable and proper place, and there 
he ought to be moſt frequent. He is to be ſubſervient to the Lord General, Lord 
Martial, and Serjeant-Mejor-G/ neral of the Field, to whom heis to pay like re- 
ſpect and obſervance as he himſelf exp det h, (and that juſtly) from all inferiors 
to him, For from choſe his ſuperior Otticers, by him are received in charge all 
ſuch Orders as refes tothe place of Alarms, Marchings, Imbattellings, Guards, or 
Cenvoys. Furthermore, it is requiſite chat every Colonel ſhould acqueint himſelf 
at leaſt once every week, how and in what manner the Souidiers of his Regiment 
have deported them(clves in their ſeveral Quarters, by a due and ſtrict examina» 
tion of the qualities of all ſuch offences as have occurred, and been committed by 
the ſeveral and Diſtin& Souldiers under his command, hereby preparing every 
ſeveral miſdemeanor tor a readicr heating before a Counc!l of War, or Court- 


Martial; and this is eaſily effected by convening the Captains, or other Officers 


under them, at ſuch convenient times as may ſuit with his occaſions; every Co- 
Jonet being bound to make his appearance at each Council of War, as Aſſiſtant to 
the Lord Martial, and Preſident of the ſaid Council, for the hearing and deter- 
mining of all ſuch propofitions and matters in queſtion relating to the Army. 

In all matters of Advice and Counſel, but more eſpecially hen ny Straragem, 
Siege, or intended Battail is in agitation to be put in action, che Colonel ever #s 
one of the primary Field-Ofticers is fummoned co contuic with the General, and 


wich all freedom to deliver his opinion in all things that (hall be there diſcuſſed, 


for the beſt advantage (as he (hall conceive) for the defigns in hand, how weighty 
and important ſoe ver, and to be ready to go upon any ſuch ſervice as ſhall be 
caſt into bis.charge to be executed by the major part of the faid Council, and to 
expreſs his obedience to his General, although it be a ſervice that correſpond 
not with his own opinion at the firft, but being cleared by che larger number to 
be more conducing to the good of the Deſigu, couragioully to undertake it, and 
4airhfully to perform it.

| Of Guides. 

Ape, with the right uſe and knowledge of them, are great helps towards the 
Meng our'of the beſt and molt convenient ways. Skilful and expert Inha- 
bicancs of the Countrey, are moſt proper to be elected for Guides; and it is ne- 
ceſſaty, for their better encouragement, and the Armies ſudden and neceſſary uſe 
of them, to have them liſted in Souldiers pay. For the finding out of the fitteſt aud 
ableſt perſons for this employment, it is moſt eſpecially che duty of the Waggon- 
Maſters, who are to ſee aud enquire certainly, that they be men known and practi- 


ſed in all poſſible By-paths,Croſs-ways, &c. That they be able to give an accompt 


oſthe diſtance of places, of the evenneſs and ſtraightneſs of them, whether they 
be plain or crooked, hilly or ſtony, and difficult for paſſage; what Rive rs, Hedges, 
Dicches and Bridges lye in the way, and which way (if there ſhall be ſeveral ways) 
is the ſafeſt and ſhorteſt, which the nearer or farther to or from the Enemies 
Quarters, which more probable for their approaches, as likewiſe for Quarter; 
what Forrage, What Water is to be had, and how convenient the way is tor Bag- 
gage, If it ſhall happen that theſe Guides may be choſen partly out of the Soul- 
diers, and partly from the Country- men, and ſo any ſeruple, jar, or difference 


happen in opinion, ſuch Officers and others as are belt skill'd in thoſe parts and 


places, are either to reconcile the difference, or from the moſt probable incelli- 
gerice, to conclude upon the moſt convenient paſſages. In reſpe& of the danger 
and great hazards, if not utter ruine, that the Guides ſometimes do, and often 
may draw the Souldiers into by treacheiy and falſe play, they are many times 
cauſed to ride haltered about the neck, to pat them in mind of capital puniſh» 
ment, if they ſhall miſlead the party they guide; but in caſe they diſcharge their 
truſt faithfully. and ably, they ought to beas well rewarded for their encourage» 
ment, as otherwiſe to be puniſhed for che terrour of others. 
Of Scouts. 
N aive Enemy is always watchful, and diligent to apprehend every oppor- 
Auriy that may make for his advantage, aud therefore it concerns every 
Commander by way of Counter- mine, as it were, to be careful that he rightly and 
fully inform himſelf of their ways and courſes, for prevention of his own danger, 
in caſe of ſudden aſſaults, and the better infeſting of his enemy, And to this end, 
he muſt make choice of ſuch as are approved for their valour and fidelity, diſcre- 
tion and vigilancy, not probable to be corrupted with gain, or daunted through 
feat. Theſe men are not only co take direct, plain, or high ways, but alſo by pri- 
vate and unſuſpected paſſages, and ſcouring as they (cout all places whatſoever 
that ate acceſſible ; and when they have made diligent obſervation in all places, 
to inform of nothing but what they can give the ocular proof of, leſt by their 
errour and miſtake, the whole Army poſſibly may be led into an irreparable ruines 
and whoſoever ts the Conduct or Officer of theſe Scouts (for one, and an able one 
they muſt have always with them) muſt be exceeding careful of his reputation, 
that he inform of nothing more then hat he can. juſtifie from his own eyes or 
ears; and if he inform further, to inform them alſo, that that information is but 
from report, that it may be couſidered of accordingly, and his repute preſerved 
intire. :

F all men, theſe are at all times neceſſary for an Army, and in all Armies of all 
men they will deſerve to be moſt certainly & liberally rewarded, to the intent 
that chey may at all times cheertully and faichfully undertake any imployment of 


. . the greateſt erult,hazard,or danger. And he that will make choice of able and truſty 


men in this kind, muſt aft er diligent obſervation,and weighing of tkeir diſpofitions 
p and 
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and courage, ſele& them out of his own Souldiers, who under pretence of ſome 
difcontent for want of pay, &c. may thereby with Jeſs ſuſpition receive entertain» 
ment from the enemy, and (if it be poſſible) robe lifted with che Horſe, whereby 
ae gein the fairer opportunities in Field or Garriſon, to give certain in-

telligence of all Defigns and Occurrences in the enemies Quarters,

ſnall be reſolved co fall upon ſome of the oppoſite rters luddainly, &c. 
1 For Curſary Spies, and preſent Intelligence, the people of meaneſt rank and 
quality areche firteſt Inftrumencs;as common Peaſancs,Pedlars,Scilers of Serongy 
waters, or Tobacco, and the like, who may paſs unſuſpected, and wich more (e- 
curity effect your purpoſe, . 

There are yet another ſort of Spies of another nature,who are denominated dou» 
ble, who being choſen to this Office upon great experience of their cruſt and con- 
ſtancy, may in ſome caſes be allowed to inform the enemy aright, in ſome ſuch 
affairs of yours, as may not be prejudicial to you, but ro inſſnuate and win belief 
upon the contrary party; and —— let chem ſecure themſelves into the pri- 
vate ſervice of ſome of their Prime Officers, whence they ſhall (as being better ac> 
quainted) more eaſily diſcover, and more certainly inform of the enemies procee» 
dings ana intentions.

Ow neceſſery theſe Watches ore in all Armies, is evident to all menzche grand 
and chiefeſt care whereof, for order and direction, reſteth in the Serjeanc-

himſelf before received from his ſuperior Officer;& according to tlie did precept 
received, whether it be in Garriſon or Field, the work and duty required is to be 
performed either by Squadrons or ful Companies, having reſpe& unto the 1 
or weakneſs of the place to be guarded, and in ſuch places as are moſt likely for 
the Enemy to make his approethes in, and that ther they be careful ro fortifie 
the Guard above other places of leſs concernment z which muſt be obſerved by 
the Major, in ſurveying the Guards, and Guard-places,in his walking of the grand 
Round, and ſo, according as his diſcretion ſhall ſee fir, to take from che ſtronger 
places of Guard ſuch Souldiers as may ſupply the defeſts of the weaker, 

The appointment of particular Guards unto particular Captains, is in the power 
of the Ma jorʒorſot hetwiſe, be commandeth the Ser jeant of each Company to attend | 
him ar his Quarcers at = hour of che day, as he (hall chink fir, where every one 
that is to do duty upon the Guard that night, taketh his lot in Nen: lots 
are ſhuffled together in an Hat) which directeth him upon what Guard to attend 
thac night. This being done, all the Serjeants that have their Nirection for the du- 
ty of the Guard, ate to make « Ring, or Circle, according to their degrees in Se- 
niority.
